Mr. Woodruff had expected to lose 
four districts in Kings in which the 
leaders are recognized as progressives, 
but he won in all of them. 

Weodruff issues Statement. 

As svon as results were known at 
Fepublican state headquarters tonight 
the state chairman issued this state- 
ment: 

“The returns from the primaries in 
Kings county show that while the dis- 
tricts controlled by Naval Officer 
Kracke, Postmaster Voorhis, Con- 
gressman Calder and Senator Travis 
have 33 delegates out of a total of 
142, thé other 109 will all support the 
Kings county organization and vote 
to ratify the votes of the state com- 
mitteemen from Brooklyn in the se- 
lection of Vice President Sherman for 
temporary chairman of the conven- 
tion. 

“The returns from New York coun- 
ty indicate that one state commit- 
teeman, Harry W. Mack, has lost his 
place in the state committee, and that 
a number of the delegations to the 
state convention will support the state 
committee in the position which it 
has taken in the matter of temporary 
chairman.” 

Mr Woodruff, in his statement, also 
claims the delegates from Richmond 
and Queens. 

Claims of Reosevelt Forces. 

Although Chairman Woodruff says 
the returns indicate that a number of 
New York county delegates will sup- 
port Vice President Sherman the 
Roosevelt forces, headed by County 
Chairman Lloyd C. Griscom, claim the 
delegation will support the colonel al- 
most to a man. They also count on 
ihe support of the Richmond delega- 
tion, although John Timlin, Jr., repub- 
lican leader in the county, who acted 
as proxy for George Cromwell at the 
recent republican state convention, 
voted against Roosevelt for tempora- 
ry chairman of the state convention. 

The progressives had hoped to aaa

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provinces of Canada and the extreme 
southerly borders of the republic they 
are coming with streaming banners 
and waving plumes.

William Schley Howard, successful 
candidate for congress from the fifth 
district of Georgia, spent over three 
times as much in his campaign than 
his opponent, Colonel L. F. Livings- 
ton. Mr. Howard's affidavit shows an 
expenditure of $3,853.10, while Colonel 
Livingston’s shows an expenditure of 
$1,246.80, 

The main difference in the itemized 
statements of the candidates was in 
the postage, clerk hire and the print- 
ing Mr. Howard spent $1,326.25 for 
printing, while Colonel Livingston 
Spent $333.05. Mr. Howard paid $677 
for his clerk hire, while his opponent 
only spent $55, and Colonel Livingston 
spent $121 for postage, against Mr. 
Howard's $725 for stamps.

Blease entered the race as a local 
option advocate, with Featherstone the 
champion of state-wide prohibitionists.

Before the first primary the 
battle was fought out largely on the 
liquor question, but since that time

Defeat for State-Wide. 

The result. however, is largely a 
defeat for state-wide prohibition, as 
many of Blease’s votes were drawn 
from men opposed to state-wide prohi- 
bition. Especially was this the case 
in Charleston, which gave Blease a 
majority of nearly 3,000.

CRY FOR HARMONY 


In Ranks of Democratic 
Party in Tennessee. 


On Eve of Independent Conven- 
tion at Nashville Charge Is 
Made That Patterson’s With- 
drawal Is for Purpose of Main- 
taming Power for Machine. 


Nashville, Tenn., September 13.— 
On the eve of the independent demo- 
cratic state convention, whose action 
tomorrow will go far toward de- 
termining whether the next governor 
of Tennessee will be democratic or 
republican, the independents have 
coined a baseball phrase which aptly 
expresses their point.of view in the 
beclouded political situation in this 
state. They ask: 

“Can Governor Malcolm R. Patter- 
son make a political sacrifice hit this 
fall?’’ 

They assert that the governor's 
withdrawal from the regular demo- 
cratic gubernatorial candidacy is an 
attempt to maintain in power what 
they call his machine, at the sacri- 
fice of his own office. Indications to- 
night are that the independents, be- 
Heving this to be Governor Patterson's 
move, will refuse tomorrow to accept 
the peace overtures made today by 
the regular democrats. The independ- 
ent leaders say that much of the 
country vote holds a rock-ribbed be- 
lief that it is honor bound to indorse 
the republican nominee, Captain Ben 
W. Hooper, in return for republican 
support in electing the independent 
state judiciary last August. 

Denials From Regulars. 

The regular democrats deny 
Patterson's withdrawal! was 
a ‘Sacrifice hit,’* Leaderiess with 
their governor out of the running, 
they rallied today and prepared resn- 
lutions to supplement Patterson's 
withdrawal. They appealed to the in- 
dependent convention to heed the 
chance for democratic success all 
along the line this fall, either hy 
naming the date for a harmony con- 
vention, or by leaving the tangle to 
be unwound by Norman E. Mack, 
chairman of the national! democratic 
committee. 

‘ The compromise resolutions declare 
that after the withdrawal of (or- 
ernor Patterson, reasons for factionar 
differences no longer exist, and that

Chicago, September 13.—Two more 
meat packers are expected to be in- 
dicted by the federal grand jury which

packers with conspiracy and illegal 
monopoly, end today the government 
announced its intention to secure 
an early trial of all. The additional 
indictments, it is intimated, may not 
come until the ten men already named 
have given bond. 

“Each must provide $10,000 personal 
bond on each of the three indictments 
returned,” Judge Landis, who started 
the present investigation into the 
packing industry, refusing to admit 
surety companies in his court as 
bondsmen. 

Defendants in Court. 

None of the men against whom pre- 
sentments have been handed up were 
in court when the matter of their ar- 
rest was brought up by Special As- 
sistant United States District Attor- 
ney James Wilkerson for the govern- 
ment. He asked that warrants be is- 
sued for forthwith detention of the 
packers indicted. Attorney John S8. 
Miller, senior counse] for the packers, 
explained the absence of the defend- 
ants. 

“Two of them are in Europe,” he 
told the court, “and the others have 
their big business affairs to attend 
to. Though they are ready to appear, 
if they must, we would like. permis- 
sion to enter bonds for them with the 
clerk of court, unless your honor in- 
sists on their appearance before you.” 

“What amount of bond would you 
suggest?’ asked the court. 

“It was $5,000 each five years ago, 
and that is satisfactory,” answered At- 
torney Miller.

Statement by Republicans. 


The following is the statement is- 
sued: 

“The hearings of the committee aftar 
proceeding for months were ended in 
the closing days of the last session of 
cougress. There was no opportunity 
and no attempt upon the part of any- 
body to have the committee meet for 
the purpose of consultation upon the 
evidence or to report its findings to 
congress prior to the adjournment of 
the session. Under the circumstances 
that course was manifestly impossible. 
The committee is the creature of a 
special act of congress which fixed tho 
number of its members at twelve, six 
senators appointed by the vice presi 
dent and six representatives elected 
by the house. The act carefully de- 
fined the powers and jurisdiction of 
the committee, and contained a man- 
Gate that it should report its findings 
and conclusion to this congress. 

“A great mass of testimony has been 
taken, making a direct and collateral 
record of about seven thcusand closely 
written pages. The issues involved 
were full of moment to the cause of 
pure administration, to the conserva- 
tion of our natural resources, to the 
interests of the government general’, 
and to the reputations of some of its 
present and former officers. The work, 
therefore, of deliberation and decision 
was of great importance, as well as of 
great difficulty. 

The Meeting at Minneapolis. 


“The committee determined to de- 
vote some of the time during the recess 
of congress to this work and decided to 
meet in Minneapolis on September 5. 

“The day of the meeting found the 
members widely scattered and only 
seven of the twelve members pres- 
ent. Three other members were de- 
tained by brief, but personal engage- 
ments. Senator Flint was in Europe 
and Senator Root on the ocean return- 
ing from arguing a case for the gov- 
ernment before The Hague tribunal. 
Upon reassembling two days later 
eight gentlemen were present and two 
more were reported on the way. The 
eighth member to appear happened to 
be a democrat and the members of 
that party found themselves in tem- 
porary contro! and promptly proceed-

‘But the partisan political end to be 
gained. by the democratic minority be- 
came all the more urgent in propor- 
tion as the railway trains bearing 
other members of the committee were 
approaching Minneapolis. The mi- 
nority refused even to take a recess 
and the others members, protesting 
against the evident determination to 
take a snap judgment by a minority 
in the absence of a third of the whole 
tribunal and declining to bear any 
responsibility for thus converting the 
investigation into a travesty and for 

violation of the fundamental prin- 
ciple which should govern the pro- 
ceedings, withdrew from the meeting 
and thus deprived the democrats of 
their temporary control of the com- 
mittee. 

“The meeting being left without a 
quorum, any attempted decision of the 
case would have no more validity than 
like action of a similar number 
of men collected at random in the 
streets, but the spectacle was present- 
ed of five gentlemen out of a tribunal 
of twelve created by congress of the 
United States assuming to act as the 
tribunal itself. 


“Methods of Ward Politics.” 


“These five gentlemen conducted 
their proceeding to the end accord- 
ing to the worst methods of ward poli- 
tics, and after pretending to adopt a 
report of eighty-nine pages, which 
they brought to the meeting already 
prepared, and which was never the 
subject of consideration, and was not 
even read in the committee, they 
gave it to the newspapers, although 
the law required it to be rendered to 
congress, and they completed their per- 
version of the .purpose of the meeting 
by adjourning December 23, so as 
to foreclose, if possible, any action or 
consideration or discussion of the evi- 
dence by the committee in the mean- 
time, and by solemn vote they gra- 
ciously extended to the majority the 
leavd to file a minority report. 

“It does not need to be said 
such action in both form and 
stance is wholly lawless and it leaves 
it entirely unnecessary to ask what 
sort of justice any public servant 
could look for whose character was 
on trial in such a proceeding in the 
excitement of a political campaign. If 
there is any relation between 
methods and the character of the re- 
sults, which they accomplish, this so- 
called verdict condemns its authors, 
rather than the official under inves- 
tigation. 

Republicans Accept Respensibility. 


“This action of the minority in no 
way relieves us from our responsibili- 
ty under the law. The duties which 
have devolved upon .is by the law 
were not of our own seeking and they 
have proved laborious and sometimes 
disagreeable duties. But we conceive 
that we are still bound to follow an 
orderly procedure and index the only 
procedure that is open under the law. 
Ix is incumbent on us to sift the great 
mass of evidence and to attempt to 
reach and render a just verdict. 

“Every effort was made to induce 
the minority members to agree to a 
meeting on some early date in Min- 
neapolis or Chicago as might suit 
their convenience. The chairman 
called the present meeting. The mem- 
bers whose names are hereto attached 
have spent the day reviewing the case. 
but being without a quorum, are 
powerless to act and have adjourned 
subject te the call of the chairman.

Daly of New York Cen- 


tral Before Commerce 


Commission. 


New York, September  13.—Inside 
light on how the increased freight 
tariffs were made up was shed by 
Charles F. Daly, vice president of the 
New York Central lines, under cross- 
examination today before the inter- 
state commerce commission, now in- 
quiring into the proposed increased 
freight rates in the eastern territory. 

Mr. Daly said that each road had 
decided on its own increases in rates, 
and the railroad representatives then 
met in this city to make the raises 
uniform. 

“It would be suicidal for each road 
to have a different rate,” said Mr. 
Daly. “Protection of commercial in- 
terests in the different sections de- 
mands a uniform base.” 

Counsel tried to learn if the pro- 
posed advance was contemplated be- 
fore the recent wage increases became 
a fact, but Mr. Daly would not ad- 
mit it. 

Mr. Daly admitted on cross-examina- 
tion that most of the luxuries of life 
were carried in the fast freight and 
known as the “upper classes” of trans- 
portation. Regarding the increases, 
Mr. Daly was asked if the luxuries 
would cost a little more to the people 
and the shippers. 

“So little that the advance wil! have 
no practical effect in many individual 
eases,” replied the witness. 

“What effect on the man who sells 
his goods?” 

“Very little. It will be more than 
gained by the imprewed conditions of 
the railways of the country, and its 
aid to general business,’’ replied Mr. 
Daly. 

“Are women's 
clothing and shoes 
luxuries?’ 

“Yes.” 

“Well, the men of St. Louis who buy 
shoes from New England factories 
must pay this higher freight; the 
money wlil be taken out of their pock- 
ets and transferred to the coffers of 
the New York Central?” 

“Some of it is paid back to the men 
who buy the shoes. We Keep very lit- 
tle of it. It goes out almost as fast 
as it comes in.” : 

Louis Brandeis, attorney for the 
Eastern Seaboard Shippers’ é Associa- 
tion, inquired whether the New York 
Central or the Trunk Line Associa- 
tion had consulted with the boot and 
shoe men of New England before rais- 
ing rates. Mr. Daly answered in the 
negative, but said the boot and shoe 
trade of Chicago had been consulted. 

Asked whether the New York Cen- 
tral could pay operating expenses 
without an advance in rates, Mr. Daly 
replied that it probably could, but it 
was difficult to run such roads on a 
basis too ciose and economical. He 
added: 

“The shippers are not squabbling 
over a few cents advance, but they 
want the service. The public wants 
improvements in the road, _ rolling 
stock, better stations and all the luxu- 
ries of travel and business. They do 
not object to paying a *hare in the 
cost of these things.

The board is said to have adopted 
this rule in order to cut off long and 
unnecessary argument. All it wants 
are the facts in the case, and the mem- 
bers of the board think they are fully 
Capable of construing them. 

This will probably cut lawyers out 
from gathering any fees from federal 
prisoners for representing them be- 
fore the parole board. 

The only service which a lawyer may 
render in such cases, it is stated, is 
to prepate the applicant’s papers for 
him and file them with the secretary 
of the board. The prisoner himself 
may do this, or he may employ some- 
one to do it for him. But there the 
matter ends; there is to be no speech- 
making before the board, which will 
merely take the briefs and go into 
executive session to consider the case. 

It is understood the first meeting 
of the parole board for the purpose of 
considering applications will be held 
some time in October. 

The rules were made at a prelim- 
inary meeting, held here several weeks 
ago. 

At that meeting, it is stated, a pa- 
role officer was chosen, whose duty it 
will. be to keep track of all paroled 
prisoners ,and see to it that they do 
not violate the conditions upon Which 
they are released from confinement in 
the federal prison.

Maine, godmother to “stand-patism” and wet-nurse to Cannon- 
ism, has rejected both and turned to democracy. 

For the first time in thirty years the Pine Tree State elects a 
democratic governor, transforming a blown-in-the-bottle stand-pat 
congressional delegation of four members to a delegation half dem- 
ocratic, and writing the brand of democracy across both branches 
of the legislature that is to-elect a successor to United States Sen- 
ator Hale, of the republican “old guard.” 

By mutual, if unspoken, consent, Maine was relied upon by 


a national upheaval.. For insurgents and stand-patters, democrats 
and republicans, argued that if ‘Maine, the very citadel of the old 
Bourbon republican order, turned against its disciples there could 
be no lingering doubt regarding the country-at-large. 

And Maine has spoken! The verdict is in trumpet-tones, and 
so unmistakable as to silence the ultra skeptical. | , 

Maine was the state of Thomas B. Reed, whose autocratic rule 
of the house of representativés laid the foundation upon which the 
superstructure of Cannonism finally reared itself. Reedism was the 
forerunner of Cannonism. 

Maine was also the state of Nelson Dingley, at whose hands the 
top-heavy iniquities and favoritism of the republican high protective 
tariff reached their climax.

The last legislature consisted of 122 
republicans and 60 democrats, the re- 
publicans having a majority of 15 in 
the senate and 47 in the house.

EMPTY NICHT SOIL 
INTO THE SEWERS 


All Dead Animals Will 
Be Cremated. 


by Board of Health as Tem- 


Situation”’ --- Reported Sewer 
Plan May Also Be Enjoined. 


The “sanitary situation” in the city 
will be temporarily relieved if a plan 
adopted by the board of health yes- 
terday is carried out and allowed to 
Stand. 

The board, acting in conjunction 
with the mayor and the city attorney, 
decided to empty the night soil into 
the trunk sewers and to cremate the 
dead animals. 

The injunction against the city pro- 
hibiting the use, after ninety days, of 
the dumping ground, only related to 
night soil and dead animals, as the 
city has not dumped garbage at the 
place for several years. It is, there- 
fore, proposed to dump trash and dry 
garbage at the dumping ground and 
then use the crematory, which now 
burns such garbage, for the crematiqn 


of dead animals. The chief of the sani- 
tary department stated that he could 
dispose of all dead animals in the 
crematory and also take care of some 
of the garbage. In the meantime, 
however, the man who has been haule 
ing and burying the dead animals, 
says he thinks he can take care of 
such carcasses free of cost to th 
city, if he can find a site for a reduc- 
tion plant. 
Feared Another Injunction. 

Dr. Gilbert, president of the health 
board, stated that he had already 
had built a wagon which the night 
soil could be hauled to the sewer 
mouths and there placed into the sew- 
ers without odors or any other objec- 
tion. He said he had built one wagon 
as an experiment. 

“But I have been informed,” he 
stated, “that people already have law- 
yers employed to file injunctions as 
soun as we begin the use of the 
Wagon.” 

The board decided to use the wagon, 
and if it proved successful, to build 
others at once. The mayor and the 
city attorney said if an injunction 
was filed and won in court, the city 
would be given time in which to com- 
plete its disposal plants and intercept- 
ing sewers, and by that time the whole 
matter could ‘be easily taken care of, 

Mayor Maddox, whg called the meet- 
ing, gave an account of his inspec- 
tion of crematories in several cities 
which he visited this summer. He 
said he had found what is known as 
the “destroyer” in Milwaukee, and it 
destroyed, by incineration, all kinds 
of garbage. Such a plant would cost 
$240,000. In Columbus, Ohio, and 
other cities he saw reduction plants 
which only took gare of straight 
kitchen garbage, there being a reve- 
nue from the grease and tankage. 
Such a‘*plant cost about $200,000. He 
Saw reduction plants at Cleveland, 
Ohio, and Atlantic City. In Minneap- 
olis he inspected an incinerator in 
which gatbage was burned after the 
citizens had dried it and wrapped it 
in old newspapers. 

In conclusion the mayor said: 

The Mayor’s Conclusions. 

‘“] have come to this first conclu- 
sion, that it will not do to place any 
erematory inside the city limits. I 
think no matter what plan we adopt, 
we Ought to have the garbage wag- 
ons covered over. We have a big 
problem and must solve it within 


two out of 
congressmen a8 well as the gov- 


ninety days. I thiuk that we 
must dispose of the night soil in one 
of only two ways. First, put it on a 
lot inside the city; second, empty it 
into the trunk sewers. It will take 
between twelve and eighteen months 
to complete our septic tanks or dis- 
posal plants and construct the neces- 
sary intereepting sewers. We have 
the sites paid for, but, had to con- 
demn rights-of-way to’ all sites by 
court proceedings, and this takes 
time. We can try the plan of empty- 
ing the -night soil into the sewers, 
and if we are again enjoined, then 
this board and city is under no obli- 
gation to take care of the night soil. 
We do it now merely as an accom- 
modation to the people. If they won't 
let us put it anywhere, then we can 
make them take care of it themselves 
and force them to do it in a sanitary 
manner.” 

Dr. Gilbert wanted to foree property 
owners who have surface closets in 
alleys within the mile and a half 
limits to lay private sewers, but the 
city attorney said this could not be 
done. 


Would Save Much Money. 


Chief Jentzen stated that with the 
use of wagons to empty night soil 
into the trunk sewers, his department 
could save between $12,000 and $15,000 
a year in wages. 

Dr. W. E. Carnes made a statement 

to the board in which he said that 
each dead animal was worth $16 to 
the city for its hide, tallow, fertili- 
zer, etc. He offered to pay the city 
$5 for each animal, provided a site 
was found for him to locate a reduc- 
tion plant. But there was the “site” 
question again, and he was told he 
could have all the dead animals free 
if he found his own site. 
‘It was moved by Dr. Bradfield that 
the board declare itself in favor of 
trying the plan of emptying the night 
soil into the sewers. 

Mayor Maddox then made the mo- 
tion for the sanitary chief to cremate 
the dead animals. and haul the sur- 
plus garbage to the dumping ground. 

Before the meeting adi6urned the 
new crematory was discussed. but no 
definite action taken, as a committee 
from the board will make a tour of 
inspection this week trough several!

x Pittsburg. Pa., September 13 —Dras- 
tic resolutions tending toward legisla- 
“tion vital alike to the drug trade and 
the public, marked the opening day 
of the twelfth annual convention of 
the National Retail Drug Association 
in convention here. President C. H. 
»tiuhn, of Minneapolis, in his address, 
declared war on the indiscriminate 
sale of liquors in drug stores; emphat- 
ically announced that a reform was 
demanded, and that the reform must 
be brought about by the pharmacist; 
themselves. 

Later in the day the Ohio pharma- 
ceutical presented a resolution pro- 
testing against the laws requring 
druggists to take out a liquor license 
to enable them to sell whisky on pre- 
scription, “thus classifying the drug 
store as a saloon, while another law 
forbids the sale of intoxicating prep- 
arations without a prescription.” 

The Chicago delegation demands the 
change of the name of “wood alco- 
hol” to “wood naphtha,” that “topers 
may not be led by the similarity of 
names to drink .. 2.48 wood al- 
cohol instead of whisky.” 

An anti-suicide resolution recom- 
mended the restriction of the sale of 
carbolic acid to a mixture of one-thir 
each, acid, glycerine and water, “a 
preparation that may be taken by 
would-be suicides in large quantities 
without causing death,” while another 
naving for fits object the suppression 
of the “dope fiend’ demanded that 
proprietary medicines containing co- 
caine, chloral, morphine, codine and 
other drugs should be sold only upon 
prescription,

MARSH RECALLED 
FROM PANAMA 


State Department Decid- 
ed Diplomat Talked 
Too Much. » 


Washington, September 13.—For 
reasons which are not divulged the 
state department has decided to make 
a change in the American legation at 
Panama and R. O. Marsh has beén re- 
lieved of the duties of secretary of le- 
gation and ordered to report at the 
state department for duty therein 
Charles Campbell, Jr., of Missouri, at 
present third secretary of American 
embassy at Tokio, will replace Mr. 
Marsh as secretary of legation at 
Panama. 

Doubtless these changes are the out- 
come of the unpleasant situation which 
was created in Panama by the publi- 
cation of reputed interviews with 
Secretary Marsh, declaring the pur- 
pose of the United States government 
to intervene in the approaching elec- 
tions for acting president in the event 
that certain candidates were elected. 

Mr. Marsh was directed to repudiate 
these alleged statements and the dis- 
patches from the isthmus indicate that 
he had misunderstood his instructions. 

There is another side of the case, 
however. It is now reported, though 
the state department declines to con- 
firm or deny it, that Mr. Marsh was 
the victim of misrepresentations and 
deception at the hands of one of the 
dominant party leaders, who was a 
candidate for office. However that 
may be, the state department reached 
the conclusion that Mr. Marsh's effici- 
ency was tmpaifed and decided the 
change was necessary, especially in 
view of the fact that the legation is 
at present without a resident head. 

Even when Mr. Dawson, the newly- 
appointed minister, arrives at his post, 
he will be immediately diverted into 
another field of activity in Nicaragua.

STOCKS ADVANCED 
ON NEWS FROM MAINE 


Free Offerings at Opening of 
" Market Were Met With 
Good _ Demand. 


New York, September 13.—The ejgc- 
tion in Maine was the principal news 
event which the stock speculation had 
to digest today. The fact that prices 
advanced on receipt of. the news ied 
to the inference that the result had 
no displeasing influence on holders 
of securities. The professional trad- 
ers. following stock market tradition, 
started the day with offerings of 
wtocks, but they met so considerable 
and so effective a demand that they 
turned quickly to the other side of 
the market. The buying movement 
which followed gave the market more 
show of animation than for several 
days past. 

The Maine election 
as a symptom of disorganization of 
the political forces moving for control 
and restriction of corporation powers. 
This construction followed, rather 
than preceded, the upward movement 
of prices. Observers op the floor of 
the stock exchange preéfessed to see 
the wource of much of the demand 
in an uncovered short interest, which 
has counted on the unsettling influ- 
ence of politics.as a depressing influ- 
ence. The depressing @pathy of the 
stock market to the Vermont election 
last week, and the failure of bear test- 
ing operations at the opening today, 
caused uneasiness among shorts and 
prompted the covering movement. Pol- 
itics as a disturbing element seemed 
to be demonstrated to be unreliable. 

Some after effects of yesterday’s 
announcement of the transaction in 
Rock Island preferred were traceable 
in the day’s movement.

The homecoming from Europe of 
various persons often active in spec- 
ulative operations had its part in 
stirring interest in the dealings. 

The banking position offers no im- 
mediate obstacle to maintenance of 
stock values. The demands on the 
New York banks for cash are moder- 
ate, and the incoming reports of na- 
tional bank conditions of September 
1 are regarded as showing a satisfac- 
tory position. 

The decline in the London discount 
is not followed by the exchange mar- 
ket here, the easier tendency of the 
local money market having its influ- 
ence. 

August’s $9,500,000 increase in value 
of agricultural exports over last year 
makes for betterment of the exchange 
position, and shows that the August 
corner in the cotton market stimu- 
lated rather than hampered the outgo 
of that commodity. The rapid move- 
ment of grain to market is exepcted 
to furnish another source of supply 
to the exchange market in the imme- 
diate future. Predictions of frost 
damage to corn again failed of con- 
Mf rmation, and crop news was favora- 
ble to values. 

The price of copper Mteclined in 
Lon@on and copper securities were 
laggards in the day's advance here. 
A helpful influence was the belief that 
the railroads were strengthening their 
contention for rate advances by the 
later arguments in the _ interstate 
commerce commission hearing. 

Bonds were firm. Total sales, par 
value, $2.092,000. United States bonds 
were unchanged on call.

BIG WHEAT SUPPLY 
CAUSED LOWER PRICES 


Market Closed 3-8 to 3-4 Cent 
Off--Corn Closed

Chicago, September 13.—Knowledge 
that the world’s available supply of 
wheat is now 54,000,000 bushels larger 
than a year ago weighed down upon 
prices today. The close was % to %@ 
% lower than 24 hours previous. Final 
sales of corn showed a net loss of % 
to 1%; oats finished 4% @% down to % 
up, and provisions were at a decline 
of 15@17% to 465. 

Light arrivals of wheat northwest 
were said to be illusive. Supplies in 
that section accumulated rapidly, ow- 
ing to the absence of shipping demand. 
It was also alleged that loaded cars 
delayed by a lack of motive power 
were crowding the sidings south and 
west of Minneapolis. It was a siow, 
hesitating market throughout, with the 
close easy at nearly the lowest prices 
of the day. December ranged from 
99% @99% to 99%, closing % to %&@%*% 
off at 99144 @99% to 99%. 

Absence of frost caused anguish to 
owners of corn options and led to con- 
sidérable unloading. Selling from the 
country, however, diminished some- 
what, rains checking the offerings. 
Fluctuations of the December delivery 
were between 55@55% and 55%, with 
the close % to % under last night at 
55%. The cash market was weak. No. 
2 yellow closed at 57% @57%. 

Oats, although easier, did not sym- 
pathize fully with the decline in other 
grain. This condition was laid largely 
to the fact that the Canadian oats 
crop was officially stated to be only 
283,000,000 bushels this year, as against 
353.000,000 bushels in the previous 12 
months. December varied from 35 to 
35%, with the latest transactions Ms 
down at 35%. 

A decline in lave hogs, the weakness 
in corn and some selling by packers 
lowered provisions. Latest quotations 
were at nearly the bottom for the ses- 
sion, and were off 15% @17 to 45 for 
pork, 15@17% to 32% for lard, and 
17% to 25 for ribs.

Habeas Corpus Proceed- 
ings in Decatur Near 
Conclusion. , 


In a sharply contested trial, - the 
habeas corpus proceedings in Decatur 
over little Theodore Lee WulkiInson 
were brought almost to a conciusion 
yesterday after an entire afternoon 
had been spent in arguing the case. 

The anxiety of the father. KH. A. 
Wilkinson, and the keen interest of 
the great-grandfather and his wife, 
Mr. and Mrs. Lee, seemed to hare 
been communicated to the attorneys 
who prosecuted their argument with 
intense vigor, the first move of the 
father’s attorneys being to enter a 
plea for the disqualification of Judge 
James R. George on the ground that 
he had indicated by his former order, 
remanding the child to the custody of 
the great-grandfather, a bias in favor 
of the latter. Attorney J. D. Kilpat- 
rick contested the plea with force, and 
the judge decided to hear the case. 

Attorney Kilpatrick made his plea 
in behalf of the grandparents, ana 
then Attorney Alonzo Fields spoke, 
basing his argument first upon tne 
father’s natural right to his son, later 
seeking to show that no formal or 
binding contract had been made be-. 
tween the father and the great-grand- 
father, whereby the latter could hope 
to retain possession of the child. 

During all the time the father sat 
with his son in his arms, and when 
the court was adjourned he lifted the 
boy to his shoulders preparatory to 
leaving the room. He says he has the 
boy and is determined to keep him,
